Prelate’s Diocese Embraces All of 
Frozen North Country 


The hardiest man in the house of 
bishops of. the Episcopal conyention 
at St. Louis was the Rt. Rev. Peter 
T. Rowe, Bishop of Alaska. Fle is 
59 years old, and for twenty-one 
years has braved the elements . of 
Arctic winters in covering the six 
hundred thousand square miles of 
his diocese, the whole of 
once every’ three years, on snow- 
shoes..and .by..canoe,.. ministering..to 
whites, Indians and Eskimos. He is 
known from Sitka to the shores of 


the Arctic Ocean as the ministering ; 


brother of the lonely prospector. 


To be. Bishop of Alaska, Bishop 
Rowe says, one must. have cast- 
iron digestive organs. The Bishop 
of Alaska frequently finds it. neces- 
sary to sit down in a blizzard to a 
morsel. of raw whale for luncheon, 
or, if hard pressed, raw dog, in order 
to sustain lifé. He must make forced 
marches over icy ‘wastes, with the

Steer Feedingin 
‘We Winter Profitable 


Winter Fed Steers Brought a Good 
Profit to One Farmer 


One Saskatchewan farmer writing 
in the Farmer’s Advocate, Winnipeg, 


Says a great deal depends on the type 
of steer and also the system of farm- 
ing practised. He says: 

. “In a gréat many districts we find 
that. stock raising must be practised 
to get.the most out of the farm. -In 
our own case about one-third of the 
farm is waste land, and to utilize it 
we havea herd of Shorthorn cattle, 
a few cows of which we milk regu- 
larly. Naturally every year we have 
10 or 20 steers to put on the market. 
At one time -I-shipped these in the 
fall and took whatever I could get 
for them, Of late years, however, I 
jhave been marketing them in the 
spring, and though there is consider- 
ably more work entailed I have no- 
ticed that it more than pays. For in- 
stance, last fall I had 15 steers weigh- 
ing around 1,000 pounds, which 
would have brought approximately 
$7. or $6 after deducting expenses. 
However, we held them: through 
the winter, feeding them green 
cut oats, and we gave them a 
certain amount of prairie. hay. 
Roughage was their only feed until 
near the first of March. 
Ist of March we commenced feeding 
them oats and barley chopped, about 
half and half, at the rate of three or 
four pounds a day, gradually increas- 
ing the ration until they were getting 
12 pounds in the early part of May. 
These steers were sold the first week 
in June, weaning on an average 1,200 
pounds at $9.25 on the Winnipeg 
market, netting approximately $8.25 
at the farm. Thus each steer aver- 
aged $103, $43 per head better than 
they would have brought in the fall. 
The grain fed, at one anda half cents 
a pound, was worth approximately 
$11 per steer, leaving $32 for rough- 


age and labor, which I consider a 
good return.” ‘

Dealing With Deserters 
Offenders Committed to Jail May Be 


Handed Over to Military 
Authorities 


The following order-in-council re- 
lating to desertions from the military 
forces has been promulgated by the 
government: 

“In any case where’ a man of the 
active militia, or a soldi in the 
Canadian overseas expeditionary for- 
ces, is convicted of deserting or of 
absenting himself from the corps or 
unit to which he belongs without the 
leave of the commanding officer of 
such corps or unit, and is sentenced 
to a term of imprisonment therefor, 
the court of justice who imposed the 
sentence may, at any time pending 
its execution, upon the application of 
the said commanding officer or of 
the proper military authorities, and 
upon the offender agreeing to rcturn 
to his military duties and not there- 
after to desert or absent , himself 
from the corps of unit-to which he 
belongs, order that the ,offender be 
delivered to the military authorities 
instead of being committed to jail, 
and if such offender has already been 
committed to jail, may order his re- 
lease therefrom, and that he be de- 
livered to the military authorities.”

Creators of Chinaware 


Greek Claim as Originators Not Sub- 
stantiated by the Known 
Facts 


It is to the Chinese alone that the 
World owes the creation of china- 
ware. While the Greeks, who have 
persistently laid claim to the inven- 
tion of this article of modern every- 
day use, were making experiments 
with terra cotta, the Chinese had al- 
ready completed the. manufacture of 
porcelain. The assertions by Chinese 
histories that. pottery was made in 
the Chinese empire as far back as 
2900 B.C. are open to considerable 
question: It is a matter of indisput- 
able record, however, thet porcelain 
was extensively produced in China 
about 87 B.C. , 

From that period the art was. de- 
veloped and. perfected through the 
centuries, the centre of the industry 
being King-le-Chin, where _porce- 
lain was ‘first made in 580 A.D., 
while in the eighteenth century this 
town possessed no fewer than 2,000 
furnaces.

Rare Metal Responsible for Fine 


Temyer of These Weapons 

‘Ancient weapons, such as helmets 
and swords, are steadily. regaining 
cheir lost place in the paraphernalia 
of the world-wide war. This is the 
opinion of Capt. Murata, of the Jap- 
anese army, who adds that England 
j has recently equipped her men in the 
field with steel helmets modelled af- 
ter Japanese helmets of old days. The 
new headgear, 300,000 of which are 
reported to be in use in the British 
army, are made of a compound of 
steel afid aluminum, Light in weight, 
they are capable of resisting thé 
force of a bullet or shell splinter at 
five yards distance, as well as, spent 
shot..or fragments of shells. , On the 
other hand, Japanese’ swords are in 
favor among German soldiers. Long 
before the war, the military expérts 
of Germany studied Japanese swords, 
especially’ those .by the famous 
swordsmith Masamune, the Andrea 
Ferrar of Japan, and ascertained that 
molybdenum is responsible for the 
special sharpness of the Japanese 
swords. Simultaneously. with
